The  following  2  Rare  New  York  Cents  are  guaranteed  to  be  genuine  and  not 
restrikes  or  copies.  Have  belonged  to  one  family  for  a  number  of  generations. 
This  is  probably  the  first  time  two  such  rarities  have  been  in  an  auction  sale. 
Both  obverses  are  the  same  and  are  known  as  Liber  Natus  Libertatem  Defendo, 
first  and  second,  only  one  or  two  other  originals  known.  Obverse  of  each  C  oin 
An  Indian,  standing  crowned  with  feathers  and  facing  left.  In  his  right  hand  he 
wields  a  tomahawk,  his  left  supports  a  bow,  the  end  of  which  rests  on  the  ground 
near  his  feet,  over  his  right  shoulder  appears  the  top  of  a  quiver  of  arrows,  which 
•s  borne  upon  his  back.  Legend:  “Liber  Natus  Libertatem  Defendo. 

166.  Reverse:  Arms  of  the  State  of  New  York.  Upon  an  oval  shield  at  the 
center  is  shown  the  sun  rising  from  behind  a  range  of  hills,  the  sea  in  the 
foreground.  Left  of  the  shild,  Justice  with  sword  and  scales,  right  Liberty, 
with  staff  and  cap.  Upon  a  hemisphere,  above  the  shield,  stands  an  eagle, 

wings  outspread,  facing  right.  Exergue,  1787,  beneath  this,  next  the 
border,  “Excelsoir.”  Edge,  plain,  size  17.  Has  been  in  circulation  but 
Very  Fine.
